IF Adelaide City get all the players they are seeking in the next 
few weeks, they will take out the Southern Division of the NSL, 
even from their current lowly position on the League table. 


In what is probably Australian 
soccer's biggest airlift, the South 
Australian club is planning to 
bring in Justin Fashanu from Eng- 
land, Colin McAdam from Scot- 
land, Italy’s Nello Scarpo and 
Socceroo David Mitchell from Hong 
Kong. 

Veteran Scarpa was a hit as a 
midfielder for a brief spell last 
year, Fashanu, now with Notts 
County on loan from Nottingham 
Forest, starred up-front for the club 
in 1980, and McAdam was here 
with Glasgow Rangers last year in 
the World Soccer Series. 

City president Charlie Caruso is 
planning to offer McAdam and 
Scarpa long-term contracts. 

The Scot, a married school- 
teacher with two children, was 
offered teams by Sydney City when 
he was here, but prefers the Ade- 
laide lifestyle for his family. 

He contacted City through Mit- 
chell, who was with him at Ran- 
gers, and ironically was the man 
McAdam tried to tackle during the 
WSS with the latter landing 
awkwardly and breaking his own 
leg. 


City want McAdam as a striker, 
the position in which he starred for 
Rangers when he first joined them, 
scoring 23 goals in his first season. 

However, McAdam has been 
operating as a stopper for the last 
couple of years, mainly in Rangers’ 
reserve side. 

Charlie Scalzi, a member of the 
City club, is currently in Italy 
negotiating with Scarpa, a 34-year 
midfielder with a tonne of class. 

Fashanu was an instant hit in SA 
in 1980, but when he returned the 
following year it was a disaster, 
with the coloured striker spending 
more time making guest appear- 
ances at club functions than he did 
training.
